The Merger 

SECTION 1.01. The Merger. Upon the terms and 
subject to the conditions set forth in this Agreement, and 
in accordance with the Delaware General Corporation Law (the 
11 DGCL " ) , Sub shall be merged with and into Ascend at the 
Effective Time (as defined in Section 1.03) .
